The article calls attention to fSe 
Pincher - Creek field saying It may, 
emerge as a great field possibly 
rivalling Leduc and Turner Valley. 
At Pincher Creek the initial Gulf 
Oil Discovery well might prove 
good for 20,000 barrels a day. An* 
official of Gulf Oil has stated that 
Canada needs a pipeline to the 
west coast if she is to cash in on 
oil possibilities. 

A leading PJ5. authority is quot¬ 
ed as saying that within a decade 
Canada will be one of the world’s 
major exporters of oil. Its oil ca¬ 
reer is just starting. Every Amer¬ 
ican oil company of any size is 
now participating in the search 
for oil in western Canada. 

The prairie and sub-Arctic belt 
of favorable sedimentary rock Is 
over 500,000 square miles. That 
area is today yielding over 37,000 
barrels a day, about 14% of nat¬ 
ional requirements. 

Prairie output is still unable to

Weeds are commonly classified 
as annuals, biennials and peren¬ 
nials. yvith winter annuals as a 
convenient; though not very scien¬ 
tific further distinction. An annual 
weed may be a winjer annual 
when it starts in the fall and is 
fortunate In its location ot in the 
season; or it may be regularly a. 
winter .annual a little further 
south. ■> 

An annual is a weed that ger¬ 
minates in the spring or early 
summer, grows and reproduces be¬ 
fore winter, dying naturally when 
caught by autumn frosts. Its pro¬ 
geny. the seed, is safely tucked 
away within seed coats capable of 
withstanding winter's adversities. 
The importance of the seed is at¬ 
tested by its abundance as . com¬ 
pared with other weeds. If the 
seed can be induced to germinate 
before winter, or if It can be star¬ 
ted early enough in the spring, 
either .frost or the preparation for 
spring sown crops will destroy it 
'while young. 

Biennial weeds usually start 
growth early enough in the sum¬ 
mer to provide themselves with a 
stout tap root, and a strong roset¬ 
te of leaves lying on the ground 
to carry them through the wint¬ 
er and furnish reserve food for the 
flower stem which is qiilckly push¬ 
ed up in the second year. A broad 
sheared cultivator is the best im¬ 
plement for eradicating them.

The emblem, whlek consists of 
a shield bearing four white stars 
oif a blue background above thir¬ 
teen vertical red and -white stripes, 
will carry the legend “For Euro¬ 
pean 'Recovery supplied by the 
United States of America.” Can¬ 
adian suppliers will be required 
to add under this emblem the 
words "Produce of C a n a d a.”

Concrete is one of the most ver¬ 
satile materials used around a 
farm. ProperlyTnixed it will resist 
the penetration of water and sup¬ 
port the loads expected of it, says 
G. B. Harrison of the Dominion 
Experimental Station Swift Cur¬ 
rent, Sask. 

The amount of water used with 
cement greatly affects the streng¬ 
th of the mixture, jts workability, 
and its resistance to wat^r pene¬ 
tration... But frequently cement -he 
mixed with almost complete dis¬ 
regard to proper proportions. For 
example, four Imperial gallons of 
water are recommended per sacfc 
of cement for concrete used in 
most types of farm construction. 
With this amount of cement and 
water, 2'4 cubic feet of sand and 
three cubic feet of gravel are sug¬ 
gested. A good rule to remember, 
is change the propprtion of sarttl 
or gravel Jit the mix is not as 
workable as required, but do not 
change the proportion of water 
and cement. 

Frequently concrete is made 
from sand and gravel as it comes 
from the pit. In nearly every case 
there is too much sand. Fifty-fifty 
is not bad, but when there is 
more sand than that, it takes more 
material to make a cubic yard. It 
pays to screen some pit-run grav¬ 
el and add some .of this coarse ma¬ 
terial to the mix. The concrete will 
be more dense, more durable and 
more water resistant. It will take 
fewer pounds of cement to do the 
job. 

Once the mix is ready to pour 
into the forms, care must be ta¬ 
ken to tamp it in properly to a- 
void the possibility of air pockets 
in the final structure. Air pockets 
are formed in two ways. If there 
is too much water in the mix, the 
water will tend to gather and form 
a pocket. When the forms are ta¬ 
ken away, the water evaporates 
and a pocket .is left which weak¬ 
ens the concrete. If the mix is 
too dry and not thoroughly pack-

ed, air holes are apt to remain as 
a source of danger. 

Another point to watch in pack¬ 
ing the mix into the forms is to 
make sure the heavier gravel par¬ 
ticle* are not -near the form. Slide 
a shovel down between the wet 
cement and the form to work such 
particles back to the centre. The 
idea behind this is that heavy frost 
can spring the larger pieces of 
gravel right out of the wall, if 
they are exposed, and leave un¬ 
sightly holes. 

An additional way to tell if the 
mix is about right is to follow an¬ 
other tried and true rule; if a 
shovel will stand up by itself in 
the mix, it is a good fithk. But a- 
bove all, remember that the a- 
mount of water to the quantity of 
cement governs the strength of 
the concrete. Don’t drown the ce¬ 
ment mix.

DWARF ESSEX RAPE 
IN STUBBLE: 

Last week Mr. Switzer • Free- 
hurn -and'the District Agriculturist 
visited the farm of Mr. Frelan 
Wilford of Stavely to see how the 
Dwarf Essex Rape, used for farm 
pasture, was growing this season. 

Mr. Frelan Wilford has for at 
least seven years been seeding 
Dwarf Essex Rape seed along with 
the cereal crop in the spring. The 
Rape plant grows slowly through 
the season but by the harvest 
time is about the height of ordin¬ 
ary swather stubble and once the 
crop is removed quickly grows in¬ 
to a good size plant that is very 
palatable to both sheep and cattle. 

After harvest Mr. Wilford runs 
several hundred head of sheep on 
this feed and has for a number of 
years successfully wintered sheep, 
almost exclusively on this growth 
of rape. When the snow comes the 
rape plants do not lodge and the 
little mounds of snow covered rape 
leaves are exposed by the sheep 
and eaten. The succeeding crop 
has never shown any ill effects 
of the winter pasture that the 
field has supplied, in fact it is 
the other way round. The fields 
of grain grown where the sheep 
have fed have generally been bet¬ 
ter than adjacent fields. 

A number of farmers have tried 
growing rape as Mr. Wilford does 
with good success. 

Dwarf Essex Rape is a biennial, 
a plant that goes to seed in the 
second year of its life cycle. On 
one small field this year Mr. Fre¬ 
lan Wilford let some rape that had 
not been pastured the year before 
continue to grow and combined 
it. He got 45,000 pounds of seed. 

Mr. Switzer is the Livestock 
Prmoter for the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment and has for many years 
tried to encourage this form of 
providing pasture which does, in 
effect, add more acres to a half 
section without having to buy 
them.

Apples 
complete their ripening process 
normally at 32 degrees but peach¬ 
es and pears do not ripen norm¬ 
ally at low temperatures. In order 
to develop best quality, these two 
fruits should be ripened at 60 de¬ 
grees to 70 degrees F. 

The consumer who buys peaches 
should ripen these in a moderately 
dry place at 60 to 70 degrees F. 
Pears, if already ripe when pur¬ 
chased, may be held for a few 
days in the household refrigerator 
before being consumed. If pur¬ 
chased green, pears should not be 
placed in the refrigerator, but 
ripened in a moist warm atmos¬ 
phere. Apples, when purchased in 
small quantities, should always be 
held in the refrigerator until eat¬ 
en. When purchased in box, bushel 
or barrel quantities, apples should 
be kept in a moist atmosphere in

For the Garden 


Notice! 


Dominion 'Experimental Station 
Lethbridge, Alberta 
(Weekly Letter) 

The season is here when consid¬ 
erable activity should take place 
in the garden. The more Important 
tall work includes splitting up of 
old plants to instil new vigor in¬ 
to them; replacing shrubs that 
have died out or have become un¬ 
attractive in their present loca¬ 
tion; and finally planting new 
material to add to the beaqty of 
the home. 

Much useful information regar¬ 
ding the fall handling of orna¬ 
mentals has been gleaned through 
the jjtears at the Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station. Perennial fav¬ 
ourites such as peonies, phlox, ipis 
and lilies after a number of years 
become so large that their beauty 
is lost due to decreased vigor. The 
old plants should be broken . up 
into many new ones to bring the 
original vigor back. The proper 
time to do this with these peren¬ 
nials is in late August and during 
the month of September. Other 
forms of perennials though* less 
conspicuous thhn those mentioned 
above but of equal importance in 
the garden are tulips and narcis¬ 
sus. These will have been dug up 
in July and dried and be ready 
to plant now. If they are coming 
from a seed house or are on or¬ 
der, there is still plenty of time 
to plant them successfully. They 
should be spotted where their ear¬ 
ly spring bloom \yill give the 
greatest effect. 

The, period from the middle of 
September to the'middle of Oct¬ 
ober is an excellent time to plant 
new trees and shrubs or replant 
old ones providing there is en¬ 
ough moisture available. The win¬ 
ters in the south are often dry 
and unless the newly planted trees 
are well watered and go into the 
winter that way, they may dry 
out and die before spring. Ever¬ 
greens when moved with a large 
ball of earth around the roots and 
given lots of water until freeze-up 
are moved successfully and easily 
in the fall. 

Fall planting often gets w/>rk 
done that if left until spring 
would be left undone.

WILL ADMIT 
FRENCH IMMIGRANTS 

The Minister of Mines and Res¬ 
ources, the Honorable J. A. Mac¬ 
Kinnon, has made the following 
announcement; 

On September 9th, at a meet¬ 
ing of the Cabinet Committee on 
Immigration Policy, It was decid¬ 
ed to recommend to the Govern¬ 
ment that citizens of France 
should be admitted to Canada on 
the same condition as now apply 
in the case of citizens of the Uni¬ 
ted States and British subjects 
from the United Kingdom, Aust¬ 
ralia, Ireland, New Zealand and 
South Africa. 

This recommendation was ac¬ 
cepted by the Cabinet today and 
the new policy was brought into 
immediate effect by Order-in- 
Couitcil. * ‘ 

As a result of this action French 
citizens who wish to enter Canada 
as imihigrants from France will 
be granted admission if they are 
in good health, of good character, 
and satisfy the immigration auth- 
orities that they are not likely 
to become a public charge.
